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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendment causes the generation of a report regarding products that "have been stored 
together with the product into a single lot". This raises new issues that would require further consideration. 

Continuation of 1 1 . NOTE: does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the combination of 
Jorgenson and Thorvaldsson does not disclose generating reports regarding commingling of lots of products. However, applicant admits 
in the last paragraph of page 3 of the remarks filed December 5, 2006 that Thorvaldsson does suggest a report that identifies units of 
meat that have been stored together such that the units of meat have lotst their individual identities and now are regarded as having a 
single new identity, i.e., a single lot." As such, applicant's arguments are not persuasive and the examiner notes the reasons for rejection 
in the final action dated October 1 1 , 2006. The examiner notes that as the products in Thorvaldsson come into contact they would share 
the same properties or contamination and therefore be commingled. Applicant further aruges that the combination of Jorgenson and 
Thorvaldsson does not teach identifying a transportation device. In response the examiner notes paragraph 75 of Thorvaldsson disclosing 
the movement of the meat and generating reports regarding its status. Independent claims 68 and 81 and the depdent claims of 1 ,52,68, 
and 81 stand rejected under the same rationale.
